DRYING AND STORAGE 
OF IRISH WHEAT 


NEW PLANT IN DUBLIN 
Fé Governmen the steps taken by the 


Government to ‘increase the production 
of native wheat under the conditions 
of the Cereals Act, millers must comply with 
the requirements of the Department of 
Agriculture in regard to drying and storage. 
The wheat comes; as a rule, direct from 
threshing machines with a moisture content 
above that of foreign, and, necessarily, must 
be promptly dealt with by drying and suit- 
able storage. This can be done by the miller 
or outside parties. i 
There ia least, two methods of dealing 
with the drying, one by using the ordinary 
kilns with heated floors, the other by installa- 
tion of mechanical dwieks. The process as 
regards the latter has been brought to pe": 
fection. on the Continent after years of ex- 


perience. , | 
2,000 Barrels per 24 Hours 


The Merchants’ haisúseneceg! ( 
Ltd., to meet the requirements, has installed 
at its East Wall warehouses, Dublin, two 
sets of driers capable of dealing with over 
250 tons raw grain in the twenty-four hours, 
working three shifts, amounting to 12, 

barrels of raw grain in six days. The plant 
provides for receiving from road vehicles 
and railway wagons alongside at the rate of 
480 tons raw grain in twelve working hours, 
The grain is bushelled, weighed and stored 
in bins or on floors, and from thence it is 
fed to the driers. These consist of two 
drying towers, about seventy feet high, each 
being divided into a drying section and a 
cooling section, and within limits the amount 
of moisture removal can be varied at will. 
The first process in the treatment of the 
grain is to heat it by passing it through a 
chamber in which heat is derived from 
hot water radiator pipes. Air is 
totally excluded from this section, and 
by skilful shaping and disposal of the radiator 
tubes, and the use of baffle plates, the mass 
of the grain is continually moving at a very 
slow rate, turning over and over, and 
enerally giving an appearance of being alive. 
By thir means it is impossible for any section

}steam in the pipes eliminates the risk of

Reducing Percentage of Moisture 


The effect of this is open the pores and 
draw out the moisture from the centre of the 
grain, lodging it on the outside, In this 
state it passes into two long columns, in 
which the principle of constant motion 1s 
maintained, but heated air is now drawn 
through the mass of. the material in numerous 
streams, each stream carrying away moisture 
from the grain, and the required dryness is 
reached. | ;

~PROTECTING WHEAT 
_ AGAINST , BUNT 
OST farmers are fully aware of the 
M damage caused by bunt in what, but 
there are still far too many who do 
not take measures to prevent its occurrence. 
This can be done by suitable disinfection of 
the seed, and now that sowing time has come 
again seed pickling should attended to 
without delay. It is true that seed already 
dressed can be obtained’ from some seed mer- 
chants, but as a rule it is for the farmer to 
ect and to apply one or other of the 
recognised pickling methods available. 

The standard treatment hitherto has been 
to steep the seed in a solution of either 
copper sulphate (bluestone) or formaldehyde, 
or to sprinkle it with one of these solutions. 
The disadvantages of this method are well 
known, and the tendency nowadays is in- 
creasingly in favour of dusting the seed with 
a finely divided fungicidal ge’ This 
newer, dry treatment is to be preferred to 
wet “ pickling ” for several reasons. It does 
not injure or delay germination; dusted seed 
can be stored without injury; and, unlike 
moistened seed, dusted seed does not swell, 
and, consequently, rio change in the rate of 
sowing is necessary. 

Dressing the Seed 

There are now available for farmers some 
excellent proprietary powders .or dusts con- 
taining mercury compounds as their active 
hereedienia: Seed-dressing technique in re- 
gard to corn crops is 4 prominent phase of 
activity among farmers on the Continent, 
particularly in Germany. . At the Hamburg 
Agricultural Show last ‘May many mechanical 
dressers for applying powders were a feature 


of agricultural: machine exhibits, but seed 


grain can also be purchased already dis- 
infected. A home-made machine for 
dressing. seed with these powders may 
be constructed from a barrel or suitable 
box mounted so that it can be rotated like a 
churn.

EAR COCKLE IN WHEAT 
SEED 
— e- — 


OW that, the time for wheat sowing is 
N approaching, it is worth bearing in 
mind that seed wheat sometimes con- 
tains what are known as ‘“‘ear cockles.’’ 
These are small black or brown objects, 
easily seen in the seed sample, about the size 
of a wheat seed, though thicker or rounder. 
Each cockle is full of eelworms, and when 
it is sown the pests escape into the soil ond 
make their way to the neighbouring wheat 
plants, into which they bore. These plants 
may, in consequence of the invasion, become 
slightly distorted in growth, but m general 
they show no serious symptoms of. disease 
until the ears of corn are produced the 
following summer. Then it is found that 
in place of wheat kernels there are ear 
cockles, which are, of course, both valueless 
in themselves, detrimental to the wheat 
sample, and centres for future disease. It 
is, therefore, a matter of importance that 
no ear cockles should be sown, and wheat 
supplies affected should be rejected for seed 
purposes,

| HARVESTING APPLES 


PULLING AND STORING 


ROWERS of apples, and particularly. of 
Es the late varieties, such as Bramley’s 

" Seedling, should take every precaution 
during the harvesting of the crop to ensure 
that the fruit shall keep well during storage. 
Careless handling when pulling and storing 
is invariably the cause of considerable loss, 
and should be avoided as much as possible. 
All vessels used to hold apples during the 
process of pulling should be ot with some 
material, such as sacking, to prevent the 
apples from being bruised and damaged. On 
no account should they be dropped into 4 
vessel from a height, no matter how the 
vessel may be lined or padded, 

Apples are even more easily damaged than 
eggs, as the monthly report of the Northern 
Ministry of Agriculture reminds us, and 
what is most serious in the case of damage 
to apples is that the damage becomes ap- 
parent onlv after some time has elapsed, 
when the bruised tissues begin to rot and 
decay. Adequate care during the operations 
of pulling and storing will prevent bruising 
and consequent loss, and, even if a little 
extra time-is taken as compared with that 
when the work is done carelessly, it will be 
well repaid by the superior condition of the 
fruit at the time of marketing. 

Cnly buildings which have been thoroughly 
washed and cleaned, and which can be kept 
free from dust. should be used for the storage 
of apples. Other commodities such as hay, 
meals, etc., should not be stored in the build- 
ing in which apples are to be kept, nor 
should farm animals be housed immediately 
adjacent to an apple store, as they raise the 
temperature of the store too high, and the 
high temperature will ripen the fruit pre- 
maturely and necessitate its early disposal. 
The store should have a floor made of clay 
or cement, i 


Ventilation 


Apples are best stored in wooden cases or 
trays placed on top of one another in the 
store. <A suitable receptacle is the deep egg 
case which was used for the marketing of 
eggs some ten to fifteen years ago. This 
type of case holds about eight stones of 
apples, and the cases can be piled on top of 
one another to within a smal] space of the 
roof or ceiling of the store. In the piling of 
the cases of apples it is important to ensure 
that there is free circulation of air all round 
the cases. Apples continue to breathe after 
they are pulled, and, accordingly, require 
ventilation during storage to prevent suffoca- 
tion, followed by a breakdown of the tissues. 

Storing of apples in heaps on the floor of 


the store is rarely successful, unless in the 


case of fruit which is to be marketed before 
Christmas; as, however, there is usually an 
increase in prices later in the season, it is 
best to store the apples of the late varieties 
in such a way as they will keep well until 
after that time.

UCCESS in poultry-keeping depends

of birds that are not likely to give a 
good return in the breeding-pen or as

Pullets should now be examined closely, and 
any birds which are lacking in by sans de- 
formed in any way, or are poorly developed 
should be discarded; such birds are never 
likely to be profitable. The age at which the 
pullets mature should also be noted, as those 
which commence laying at a very early age 
are usually sinall-bodied, extremely active 
birds whici lay a large namber of small- 
sized eggs. Such birds should also he culled 
out, or marked with distinctive rings, so 
that they may be disposed of after they have 
completed the winter laying period. On no 


purposes. The best layers in the flock are 
generally those which come into producticen 
after the earliest layers, but before the re 
mainder of the birds have begun to lay, . 

Flocks of hens which have completed their 
first laying season should also be culled, and 
only the very best birds retained for breeding 
purposes. Undue prominence should not be 
given to egg records when selecting birds for 


the breeding pen.

Treating Breeding Birds 


The birds which have been selected for 
breeding purposes should be allowed free 
range, while the food given should be of a 
hody-building nature, consisting largely of 
grain, bran and coarge pollards. No better 
use cam be made of stubble ground, once the 
oats have been removed, than that of allow- 
ing the breeding stock free access to it. A 
wet mash should be given once daily, while 
an abundant supply of drinking water should 
alse be provided. 

The puliet flock should now be in their 
winter quarters, and the feeding should he 
such as will encourage egg production with- 
unt undue forcing. A mash made up of ordi- 
nary cereals, with separated milk to drink, 
is excellent for bringing the birds into lay. 


BREWERS AND HOME- 
GROWN BARLEY 
Ni er cent. of British 


brewers have honoured the “' gentle- 
man’s agreement, ” with the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer to increase their proportion 
of home-grown barley in brewing. This was 
disclosed at a recent meeting of the Brewers’ 
Society in London by Mr, Frank Nicholson, 
the Chairman of the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee. | 
Mr. Nicholson referred to the difficulty 
that much of the barley offered by British 
farmers was not malting barley. ‘‘ Barle 
intended for brewing purposes,” he added, 


are not, unfortunately, always obtainable in 
an average season.” 


Foreign Barley for Feeding 


He also stated that at least 80 per cent. 
of the imports of foreign barley are used for 
feeding purposes, “ There may,” he said, 
““be some barley with those qualities which 
we could not accept for brewing which are, 
in fact, malted for other articles of food. It 
is the low price of the 80 per cent. used 
for feeding stock which is in competition with 
English feeding barley and which lowers the 
average price of the whole English barley 


crop. 

Mr. Nicholson remarked that there was a 
very small quantity of choice English barley, 
but that. this, when found, fetched very 
high prices—up to 56s. per quarter, and 
certainly not under 50s. There was an 
enormous quantity of barley which would 
be entirely susuitable for brewing beer. 


DESTROYING SURFACE WEEDS

Apiation and Radio

‘These, he says, are essential aids 
to modern air navigation. and would co- 
operate with similar stations. along the 
west coast of England—such as Liverpool 
and Bristol—to give the pilot his bearings 
when flying over the Trish Sea in “ thick” 
weather. He considers that a station at 
a Dublin civil. airport and another down 
somewhere on the Wexford coast would be 
sufficient at the outset and, according to 
his information, the British Air Ministry

The King’s Quair 


As an author James must yield pre- 
cedence to two other Royal writers—viz.. 
his ancestor, James I. of Scotland. who 
wrote ‘‘ The King’s Quair,’’ and Alfred 
the Great, who translated Boetius’s ‘‘Con- 
solations of Philosophy’’ into Anglo- 
Saxon. James was, no doubt, incited to 
authorship by the romantic history of his 
Royal ancestor and namesake, who wrote the 
“Ouair''—that is, quire or book—during 
his enforced exile in England, when he 
was a prisoner at Windsor and other 
places. The poem is in praise of Jane 
Beaufort, who was cousin of King Henry 
V., and to whom he was afterwards 
married. Readers of Washington Irving’s 
‘ Sketch Beck '” may remember the story 
and fate of the Royal poet. 


To Ring or not to Ring

FREE STATE OMNIBUS 
SERVICES 


EFFECT OF. DUBLIN 
STOPPAGE 


The effect of the stoppage in the Dublin 
United Tramways system in March, April 
and May last is shown in the latest statistics 
of omnibus services in the Free State. For 
the first eight months of this year the number 
of vehicle miles run in Dublin City and 
suburbs was 7,896,000, while for the same 
period of Jast year the figure was 11,782,000. 
In the month of August last the number 
of miles covered in the same area was 
},442,000, a decrease of 71,000 from last 
year’s total. For the City of Cork and its 
suburbs tho figures were: August, 1936, 
193,000; August, 1934, 187,000. Other in- 
ternal services showed an increase of 58,000 
miles to 1,083,000, the total internal - traffic 
covering 2,718,000 miles during the month, 
a decrease of 7,000. 

The number of -passengers carried during 
the month on these services totalled 
7,671,000, the figure for last year being 
8,165,000. Dublin’s figures were : August, 
1935, 5,143,000; August, 1934, 5.865.000. For 
the eight months ended August 1935, the 
total number of passengers carried in Dublin 
and suburbs was 30,393,000, as compared with 
45,011,000 for the same period last year. For 
Cork the figures were 8,918,000 and 8,622,000 
respectively 

The total receipts during the month of 
August from passenger fares was £127,109. 
as compared witb £121,680 for the same

J. Fallon, Ltd.; Messrs. Browne 
and Nolan, Ltd., and the Educational Book 
Company of Ireland, Ltd.—has led to a 
cheapening of such books in this country, as 
compared with Great Britain. For example, 
a 192-page reader is published in Dublin at 
Ils. 8d., and another reader, of the same 
standard, but with 156 pages, is published 
in England at 2s. 3d. 


FREE SCHOOL BOOKS 


Public opinion appears to be definitely in 
favour of free school books for children and 
there is a feeling that the books should be 
standarised. At the present time teachers 
have a choice of about half-a-dozen readers 
each. 


Even if the Government took over the 
printsn’ ead publishing of such books, said 
a we.-inown Dublin printer to an Irish 


Times representative yesterday, they would 
still have to give a choice of ebout three or 
four books so that there seems little to be 
gained by this. 

The question of Government publication 
has been advocated by teachers from time 
to time during the past few years, but it is 
now learned that the Free State Government 
is considering the matter seriously, although 
no decision has yet been reached. 


READERS FOR RURAL CLASSES 


It will be recalled that the Department 
of Education recently undertook the re- 
casting of the geography books for use in 
schools, and it is understood that readers for 
classes in rural communities are being 
designed to give the children an interest’ in 
agricultural life.

A LITTLE COMPANY 


There was a second interview at the Dail, 
continued Mr. Summerfield, at which Messrs. 
Comyn, Briscoe, Smith and himself were pre- 
sent, They were later joined by Messrs. 
Breen and Hayes. At no time during any 
conference did he say to Senator Comyn that 
he would hear more about it, He made no 
threats. Senator Comyn had paraphrased 
some of his remarks at those interviews, and 
had endeavoured to get him to agree that 
those alleged statements were what he had 


said. So much was he against having any- 
thing to do with this lease of Messrs. Comyn 
and Briscoe that, with Messrs. Smith, 


Noonan and Heiser, they formed a little com- 
“weed of their own to cover applications for 
eases in other:cases, and his own belief was 
that Heiser had made the agreement with 
Comyn and Briscoe because he was afraid 
that, unless he got some lease, his financial 
colleagues would get tired of the matter and 
lose interest. He met Mr, Harrison and 
Mr, Matthews, and he understood that these 
two were some of Heiser’s financial associates. 
During the inquiry his name had been men- 
tioned in connection with the statement that 
no leases could be got éxcept through Comyn 
and Briscoe. So far from that being true, 
he had on two occasions driven Heiser and 
others to the Department of Industry and 
Commerce in Lord Edward street to hear 
that denied by officials, and had scoffed at 
the idea that the Government would give 
anybody a monopoly of this kind. He ‘iad 
nothing to do with the initiation of these

TORE UP PROSPECTUS 


In reply to the chairman, Mr. Summerfield 
said that he had nothing to do with the gold- 
field prospectus. Heiser had come to him 
with a rough draft of the prospectus and he 
had torn it to bits, as he had not taken it 
seriously. He had understood that it was 
purely a rough draft, and was not for pub- 
lication. He had had nothing to do with 
the provisions in it, and knew nothing about 
the £10,000 referred to. 

Chairman—What is your belief as to the 
capacity in which Mr. Heiser signed the 
agreement ’—J have no reason to believe that 
Heiser did not sign on behalf of Risberget. 

Chairman—His signature to the docunient 
showed that he was prepared to raise 
£80,000; if he was acting officially for Ris- 
berget that company would be prepared to 
raise that sum of money?—I take it that

-The Chairman detailed some of the evi- 
dence about the flotation of the company, 
and asked was witness aware that Heiser 
was so acting for Messrs. Risberget. Wit- 
ness—I was not. i ; 

Chairman—Did ity hope to gain anything 
from this apparently successful negotiation b 
Heiser ?—Frankly, my attitude was as if 
had bought a few hundred pounds worth of 
sweepstake tickets. 

Do I take it that you never were a party 
to the agreement entered into between Mr.

Did you propose at any time to raise any 
supplementary cash other than the amount 
you held as shareholder for the pare of 
financing this project?—No, I had extensive 
correspondence with Risberget extending over 
five years. In the correspondence it was 
stated that they would find the necessary 
money. He had met, he added, mir Harry 
Britain and other members of the compafy in 
London, and they had not repudiated the 
suggestion that they were in the thick of this 
agreement, 

Chairman—It was suggested by Mr. Briscoe 
in evidence yesterday that’ when he was 
negotiating with Mr. Heiser for the ex- 
ploitation of the mining deposit which he 
held with Senator Comyn he had at that stage 
some reason to believe that a fair amount of 
the capital of £80,000 might in fact have been 
secured in Ireland, because you were in- 
terested in the agreement and because Mr. 
Smith, Mr. McGrath and Mr. Duggan also 
were interested?—Mr, McGrath and Mr, 
Duggan had no interest whatever in this 
thing. They had held a small financial in- 
terest, and they then definitely got out, If 
Mr. Heiser had proved that the gold was 
there in paying quantities, 1 doubt if any 
man would not have taken advantage of the 
opportunity. | 
hairman—Do you say that your interest in 
the project was confined to whatever sum you 
held as a shareholder. You were not a pioneer 
in the sense that you wanted to exploit this 
concession?—The fact is that I met Mr. 
Briscoe: and Senator Comyn in the Dail 
restaurant. Mr. Heiser was with me and I 
denounced the terms of the . agreement.

THE RISBERGET CO. 


Chairman—When Heiser was taking steps 
to acquire the £80,000, is it your evidence 
that you had just an indifferent interest in 
his activities? Witness—Till we had some- 
thing tangible to go on. 

Apparently Mr. Heiser proceeded to go very 
much further, and next appeared in connec- 
tion with the project to raise capital of 
£250,000, | Is it your evidence that you knew 
nothing whatever about his activities in that 
connection ’—Definitely. 

In this ei for raising £250,000, Heiser 
and the Risberget Company were to get a 
substantial share allocation. Did Heiser tell 
you at any stage during the negotiations 
on this matter that Risberget Company was 
likely to come into substantial funds if this 
project materialised ?—No. 

Mr, Summerfield read a letter written by 
him to the secretary of Risberget on June 29. 
In it he mentioned that Mr, Harrison, London 
solicitor, had been in Dublin and had gone 
back to London, and had not. made any at- 
tempt to get in touch with witness nor Mr. 
Smith, mentioned “with him im previous 
evidence, 


“POLITICAL ROW” 


“I do not understand,” the letter con- 
tinued, “your reference ” (in a letter from 
the secretary on June 27) ‘‘to a new printed 
prospectus of Wicklow Goldfields, Lamited, 
and 1 muzt ask you to make sure we shall he 
given an opportunity to see all documents in 
which our names appear, ot that of Irish 
Prospectors, Limited, before they are printed 
or issued, This political row over the gold- 
mining leases has naturally delayed the issue 
cf our own, but I feel we shall get them 
before long.”’ 

The secretary, in his reply, which Mr. 
Summerfield next read, remarked that the 
turn of cvents in Ireland had caused “a great 
deal of consternation here. . . It would be a 
tragedy if our efforts should be baulked by 
political misanderstanding. .. So much de- 
pends on obtaining leases and starting opera- 
tions. I feel that once we are producing gold 
our troubles will be practically over. Wick- 
low Goldfields, Limited, is solely concerned 
with the lease of Messrs. Comyn and Briscoe ; 
neither your name nor that of Irish Pro- 
epectors, Limited, will appear on the 
prospectus, and you can rest assured that 
your names will not appear in print unless 
approved by you.’’ 

The Chairman. asked. whether witness was 
present when the agreement was signed by 
Heiser, Senator Comyn and Mr. Briscoe. 
Witness replied that he could not tecall, but 
that he did not believe he was. In any case, 
it was not important, as he had made his 
objection clear. 


PUBLIC OR PRIVATE 


The Chairman asked whether witness’s 
understanding of the agreement involved 
flotation of a private or of a public company, 
and whether at the time there was any ad- 
vertence to Senator Comyn’s objection to a 
public company. Witness said that he could 
not be emphatic on that point, as a great 
deal was said about companies of both kinds. 
At any time in your presence did Senator 
Comyn indicate his objection to flotation of 
a public company ’—He did, so far as looking 
for money from Irish investors, but that was 
my attitude too. We were at one on that, 
whikever we might differ on in other things. 
Neither he nor [I would be a party to any- 
thing which would be ix effect share-pushing.

Mr. Summerfield—You have the letter from 
Heiser this morning in which he says that 
the £17,000,000 is a myth; that it would 
have to yield £17 & cubic yard to produce 
it; whereas it would only yield 6d. a cubic 
yard. . Witness added that, speaking for him- 
self and Mr. Smith, they were waiting for 
Heiser to have an opportunity of proving 
himself. While they did not doubt him nor 
his ability as a mining engineer, fhey had 
had no opportunity of proving the accuracy 
of his opinion of the value of the mine. 
Mr. Hugo Flinn, T.D.—Do you believe 
now that he is a reputable, sound, commer- 
cial business man’. Witness—Not a com- 
mercial business man. I believe him to be 
an excellent mining engineer and a man who 
talks rather loosely. i ; 
Do you now believe that Mr. Heiser is 
straight?’—That is a hard question to answer. 
Mr. J. Geoghegen, 8.C., T.D., said that 
it was a very difficult question, and Mr.

WEALTHY MEN 


Mr. 8. Moore, T.D., asked whether wit- 
ness had been called to a meeting of share- 
holders of Risberget. Witness said that he 
had not, but that he had met some members 
of the company in London, and they seemed 
to be wealthy men, Sir Harry Brittain was 
very wealthy, and had been a host to royalty 
—-if that was in his favour. He was not &A 
director of the company. Witness knew 
nothing about the technical side of gold- 
mining. 

Mr. Dowdall—You seemed to resent some 
attack or reflections cast on you by Senator 
Comyn.

Mr. Summerfield said to the best of his 
knowledge Heiser was managing director of 
Risberget’s, and signed the agreement with 
that authority. 

With regard to the putting up of the 
0,000, Mr. Summerfield replicd to Mr. 
Costello that Heiser said that he could get 
this amount, but that was different to having 
it. The others had said: “ No matter what 
amount of money you subscribe, we get our 
£12,000 of shares.” 

Heiser gave you no impression that he 
could put his hand on it at once ?—Oh, no. 
Mr. Summerfield added that the ‘‘ Greek 
magnate’’ and Sir Harry Brittain were not, 
so far as he knew, members of Risberget’s, 
but were the people “he could be induced 
to come in with money if the scheme were 
““a good thing.” He read a letter dated in 
1950 stating that Risberget’s had acquired 
the business of Crusade Prospectors. 

Mr. Costello said Senator Comyn had given 
evidence of an attempt by Heiser to have 
the name ‘‘Risherget’s” in the agreement 
of 12th March changed to ‘Crusade 
Prospectors,” and that he (Senator Comyn) 
and his associates had declined to allow this. 
“I rather resented the impression that 
evidence conveyed,” said Mr. Summerfield. 
‘He prefaced his evidence on the second day 
by stating that to the best of his belief Mr. 
Smith, whose name had keen mentioned,

CRUSADE PROSPECTORS 


Mr. Costello—If Risberget’s were merged 
in Crusade Prospectors, there could be no 
sinister meaning in a ‘ change’’ ?—~There 
could not be, so far as I know. 
Did Heiser say in a letter that there was 
never any suggestion of a private company? 
—Heiser,. said that, but I know private and 
a companies were discussed quite freely; 
always assumed that, when you were look- 
ing for an amount in the neighbourhood of 
£80,000, it would have to be public. 
You understood that the whole transaction 
was on the basis ot a public company under- 
written in London?—Yes.

“ Delenda Est Ethiopia” 
Experts may differ regarding the 


measure of Signor Mussolini’s statesman- 
ship; but there can be no two opinions 
regarding the quality of his showmanship. 
, He is one of the supreme showmen of 
history. Yesterday he staged his widely- 
advertised ‘‘ test mobilisation ’’ of the 
Italian people, and it must be admitted 
that it was a complete and highly spec- 
tacular success. At half past three o’clock 
yesterday afternoon .all work stopped in 
Italy as if by magic. At the sound of 
sirens and church bells no fewer than 
twenty million Fascists in all parts of the 
country left their jobs, put on their black 
shirts and rushed to previously-appointed 
places of assembly. Until seven o’clock 
they remained at their posts in perfect 
order, and, in the meanwhile, were 
regaled with a fiery speech by Signor 
Mussolini. The Duce spoke from the 
balcony of the Palazzo Venezia in Rome, 
almost under the shadow of the great 
monument. to Victor Emmanuel. The 
huge square was packed with cheering 
Fascists, a large proportion of whom was 
composed of women of all ages; and, by 
the artful use of wireless broadcasting, 
Signor Mussolini's voice was carried not 
only to every member of the crowd, but to 
the remotest village in Italy, where the 
peasants listened in awestruck admiration 
to their leader’s words. According to the 
Duce himself, the event was ‘‘ the most 
gigantic demonstration in the whole 
history of the human race,’’ and possibly 
he is right. Nevertheless, it was an occa- 
sion of sadness; for 1t showed that some 
forty million Italians are prepared to 
follow one man blindly whithersoever he 
may choose to lead them. Observers have 
compared yesterday’s scenes in Ital, with 
the demonstrations in front of Buckingham 
Palace in London on the outbreak of the 
World War. In many respects, indeed, 
they were even more impressive; but it 
must be remembered that the London 


crowd of August, 1914, acted spon- 


| taneously, without any attempt by the 


authorities at stage management,. whereas 
for weeks past the Fascist Party orga- 
nisers had been preparing for yesterday's 
performance. The one was a demonstra- 
tion of mass enthusiasm, the other of mass 
discipline. . | ' 
Those who may have expected the Duce 
to show any sign of weakness, or even of 
an inclination to modify his aggressive 
attitude, will be disappointed. Signor 
Mussolini is not built that way. If any- 
thing, indeed, his speech—which was 
broadcast in English from Rome last 
evening, and, therefore, hardly can have 
been intended solely for domestic consump- 
tion—was more uncompromising than ever. 
The wheel of Italy’s destiny, he declared, 
had been moving steadily towards a 
certain goal. Its rhythm now had grown 
so fast that there no longer could be any 
question of stopping it. In other words, 
the attack on Abyssinia must go ahead. 
Borrowing an unhappy phrase from poor 
William of Hohenzollern, the Duce went 
on to upbraid those selfish nations that 


| were trying to deprive Italy of her little 


‘place in the sun,” and spoke in scathing 
terms of the war victors of 1918 who had 
forced the Italians to content themselves 
with “the crumbs of the rich colonial 
dinner” which was served after the | 
Armistice. Signor Mussolini made great 
play with a recital of Italy’s:losses ir

Attempts are being made already to read 
signs of grace into the Duce’s speech, and 
to argue that because he spoke nicely about 
the French and British people—as distinct 
from their Governments—he is anxious to 
keep on good terms with them. If words 
have any meaning, however, it seems to be 
fairly clear that he is preparing the world 
for the early start of his campaign in 
Abyssinia, and that, furthermore, he is 
inviting all and sundry to tread on the tail 
of his coat. Actually, 1f reports from Abys- 


ready have crossed the frontier of Eritrea. 
All reports from North-East Africa at the 


| moment must be treated with the utmost 


reserve. The telegram that was sent to 
Geneva yesterday by the Negus may, or 
may not, be accurate; but, as no serious 
fighting seems to have occurred, talk of 
hostilities certainly is premature. We do 
not doubt that the Italians will. strike— 
with or without a declaration of war—at 
the earliest possible moment; but until 
they open their offensive nobody can do 
anything. They will not become aggressors 
within the. meaning of the League of 
Nations’ Covenant until they shall have 
committed an act of war against Abyssinia ; 
and only then will the Council of the 
League be in a position to take action. The 
Committee of Thirteen, presumably, will 
present its report within the next few days, 
and almost certainly will declare that Italy 
is in the wrong. It also probably will in- 
dicate the line of action that will be taken 
if and when war breaks out; and whether 
or not the Powers agree to apply joint 
‘* sanctions ” of an economic, or even of a 
military nature, Italy will open her 
campaign in North-East Africa in the sure 
and certain knowledge that she is acting in 
defiance of the opinion of the whole 
civilised world. In these circumstances, 
the most spectacular victory over the un- 
fortunate Abyssinians would be of small 
avail to Signor Mussolini. If he outlaws 
his nation by an act of downright piracy, 
he may be able to annex a few square 
miles of Abyssinian desert to the Italian 
crown, but Italy’s flag will be stained for 
ever with the blood of an inoffensive 
people.

The lrish Language 

In yesterday's issuc we referred to the 
question of the Irish language revival, 
and we are encouraged: to refer to it again 
by some remarks made at the Keating 
Branch meeting of the Gaelic League last 
night. Although it may be too late to 
plead for what we should call a realistic 
attitude to the whole question, it is to be 
noted that the true difficulties in the 
scheme are; a least, being recognised. 
The National Student, from. which we 
quoted yesterday, has been frank enough 
to admit that any idea to Gaelicise the 
universities is ridiculous; and, indeed, it 
attacks the proposal with a vigour which 
is rather unexpected. Last night’s meet- 
ing of the Keating Branch did not go so 
far—which is not surprising, seeing that 
the Gaelic League is more coucerned with 
the cultural point of view than with the 
consequences that may follow from its 
pursuit. The speakers, however, were 
making very slow progress in the Free 
State. Although the proceedings were 
conducted in Gaelic, the principal 
speaker reverted to English to quote 
extracts from a recent leading article in 
the Irish Times, and he agreed with us 
that nobody could say that Ireland is 
nearer to a Gaelic State now than it was 
twelve years ago, or that the Irish lan: 
guage finds it any easier to hold its own, 
even in the Gaeltacht. He stated on his 
own authority, that it was hard to teach 
the language to the children at school 
because they did not hear it spoken in 
their homes ; that the teachers themselves 
were at fault because they did not use 
the language in their everyday lives, and 
that education through Irish stopped 
altogether at the technical schools and 
universities. The speaker, Mr. Témas 
© Muircheartaigh, takes the “' official ” 
point of view that these obstacles exist 
only to be overcome ; but is it not possible 
to ohtain-a hearing for the other point of 
view—that they are natural obstacles 


come? If the language scheme is held-up 
because children and teachers will not talk 
Irish in their. own homes, the fact may be 
used as an argument for intensifying the 
campaign, but it can be used with even 
greater. effect to show that the whole 
scheme is artificial. Except in the 
(faeltacht, people will not use Irish in 
their everyday life, for the simple reason 
that Irish is not their everyday language 
and that no amount of teaching can bring 
it back as the common speech. We have 
nothing to say against a revival of the 
frish language which keeps within its own 
natural limits, but it is a sign that those 
limits have been passed when the revival 
is accepted grudgingly, and with every 
symptom of inconvenience, by the people 
who are supposed to be taking part in 
it. The excessive use of the Irish lan- 
guage—as it shows itself in the printing 
of Government reports, railway tickets, 
street signs, and the like—is little more 
than a sentiinental extravagance. As 
regards education, however, it is not only 


foolish, ' but dangerous.

Reckless Motorists 


A few nights ago on the Bray road two 
Dublin doctors were injured in disgraceful 
circumstances. They had stopped to give 
assistance to the occupants of two vehicles 
that had come into collision, and, while 
they stood by the roadside, another motor 
car dashed into them, and then drove on. 
It stopped some way down the road, but 
was restarted almost instantly, and disap- 
peared into the night. We fear that such 
incidents as these are becoming ever more 
frequent in the Free State, where motor 
cars are driven in an altogether reckless 
fashion that would be tolerated in few 
other civilised countries. As yet, road- 
users here are subject to no such severe 
restrictions as have been imposed by the 
Ministry of Transport in London; but, if 
the present condition of things. con- 
tinues, the authorities in Dublin may 
be compelled to inflict the most. 
extreme penalties to restore order 
on our highways. Over the week-end 
the Bray road, whereon Dr. Frank Ryan 
and Mr. Seymour Heatley were injured, is 
a death-trap, particularly in the late even- 
ing, when holiday-makers are returning 
from the popular districts of Wicklow, 
Bray and Greystones. Although the road 
is mainly narrow and winding, motorists 
constantly ‘‘cut-in’’ upon. it; the 
majority of them drive fast, and they seem 
undeterred by the fact that it has been the 
scene already of many accidents, some of 
them fatal. We believe that the only way 
to put a stop to this wilful dis- 
regard for life is for the decent motorists 
to band themselves against those who drive 
dangerously, and to report every case to 
the police. Fear of a prosecution, if 
nothing else, might bring the reckless to 
their senses. The motorist, however, 
should not be held entirely responsible 
for the chaotic condition of our road traffic. 
Pedestrians and cyclists with no regard for 
others also must be brought to book ; and, 
if it were possible summarily to convict 
those who wander aimlessly across the 
streets of the city—in some cases 
deliberately compelling motorists to brake 
heavily to avoid them—a source of irrita- 
tion would be removed that urges many 
motor drivers to recklessness.

HE news from Abyssinia is rather un- 

certain to-day, but it appears that 
Italian troops have sisi part of 
Abyssinia, which, lacking demarcation, 
belongs to nobody except the tribes in 
session. This, coupled with the 
mobilisation of all the Fascist elements 
in Italy, suggests that Signor Mussolini 
is determined to wage war against 
Abyssinia, and that the situation at 
Geneva is about to become acute. The 
Committee of Thirteen meet to-morrow, 
and its report on the dispute may be ready 
for presentation. If war has begun, how. 
ever, reports and conference become use- 
less. The question to-morrow at Geneva 
will be as to the nation which will take 
the lead in naming Italy as an offender. 
Britain’s inquiry as to the attitude of 
France in the event of unprovoked attack 
on the British Fleet in the Mediterranean 
has stirred up a great deal of newspaper 
comment in France. One leading Paris 
newspaper remarks: “ We are justified in 
demanding British assurances as regards 
our Eastern frontier, and that British 
support will be automatic.” Another 
journal points out that it must not be 
forgotten that the State ‘‘ envisaged by 
London as breaking the Covenant is Italy, 
whose friendship is precious to us.” The 
Figaro considers that much ado is being 
made over nothing. “ Why, in the name 
of Heaven,” it asks, “ is there so much 
agitation about . hypothetical situations 
which will never arise, such as a genera! 
conflict in the Mediterranean. 


The French Fleet 


The great importance of French naval 
co-operation in the Mediterranean in the 
event of an unprovoked attack on the 
possessions of Great Britain is revealed 
by a statement made in Paris to-day that 
there are more than a hundred French 
warships in the Mediterranean, and it 
is asserted that these are only the normal 
defences, as the squadrons have not been 
increased by shivs from Atlantic and 
Northern bases. The vessels consist mainly 
of destroyers and submarines. there being 
no fewer than thirty-three of the former 
and fifty of the latter. There are three 
battleships, one aircraft carrier, one air- 
craft transport and seven cruisers. 


Application of Sanctions 


It is understood that the Government 
has been consulting several of the depart- 
ments likely to be affected as to the prac- 
tical possibility of applying sanctions. It 
is supposed that application would be 
graduated, and that a first step would en- 
force the embargo on the export of arms 
to Italy by its extension to certain raw 
materials, while a second step might be 
the provision of credit facilities for Abys- 
sinia so that she might be able to pur- 
chase the arms she is lacking. A danger 
which might possibly be incurred by such 
steps would be a blockade of the sea route 
leading to Abyssinia by the Italian Navy, 
with a claim to search British and other 
vessels. This would, undoubtedly, pro- 
voke an ugly situation, and it has become 
apparent, therefore, that an agreement. be- 
tween the principal Naval Powers adher- 


Nations is absolutely necessary. 
The Suez Canal 


The closing of the Suez Canal is re- 
garded in the diplomatic world as very 
unlikely, but, if the Canal has not been 
completely closed, traffic on it has been 
suspand on several occasions. 
Wolseley suspended navigation for four 
days in 1882, and in consequence of this 
event a convention was arranged at Con- 
stantinople some years afterwards, when 
Great Britain, Germany, Austria, Spain. 
France, the Netherlands, Russia and 
Turkey decided that the Canal should 
always be free and open in time of war, as 
in time of peace, to warships and mer- 
chant ships of all nationalities. During 
the Spanish-American War of 1898 this 
convention did not prevent the closing of 
the Canal to Spanish warships, while in 
the Great War the Canal was operated by 
the British military authorities, and was 
opened only to Allied and neutral ships. .

NEW ANGLO-FHENCH 
ACCORD?

PARIS, Wednesday. 
The Prince of Wales, who will leave for 
London to-morrow, lunched to-day at the 
Rambouillet home of President Lebrun. 
The Paris Soir says :—

The biggest newspaper headlines in 
weeks screamed out the news of the Abys- 
sinian ‘‘ invasion ” this afternoon. The 
advance of the Italian troops was reported. 
side by side with Rome’s denial, leaving 
the public somewhat nonplussed and 
inclined to await developments. 
A rapid reassembly of the League 
Council is expected to be one of the first 
steps after M. Laval has faced the 
Cabinet on Friday. When Mr. Eden 
arrives to-morrow he is expected to bring 
instructions which will enable M. Laval 
to work out a steering programme for the 
Committee of Thirteen. Mr, Eden is going 
on direct to Geneva, but M. Laval will be 
unable to leave Paris before the week- 
end. 
Meanwhile anxiety at the proximity of 
the reported advance to the border of 
French Somaliland was widespread here 
to-night. It is learned that the French 
troops, which are on the way to Djibuti to 
reinforce the garrison there, are not likely 
to arrive until early next week. 
‘‘A canard, without any foundation 
whatever,” was the description given by a 
high official of the Quai d’Orsay to a report 
that France had decided in an affirmative 
reply to the British questiqn about her 
attitude in the event of a sudden attack 
on the British Fleet in the Mediterranean. 
M. Laval had another talk with Signor 
Cerutti, the Italian Ambassador, this after- 
noon. Rumours are said to have been 
current in Rome to-night that M. Laval 
had resigned. Colleagues of the Premier 
told Reuter to-night that the rumours were 
untrue.

NO CREDIT FOR ITALY 


From REUTER 8 CoRRESPONDENT, 
DUNKERQUE, Wednesday. 


Investigations conducted among coal 
agents and railway authorities have re- 
vealed no confirmation of the report that 
the Italian Government has signed a series 
of contracts with French coal mines for 
120,000 tons of bunker coal, the purpose 
heing to make sure of a supply if deprived 
of Wesel (Germany) steam coal. 
Contrary to the report that the French 
coal was to be deliverable at the quayside 
in Dunkerque at the rate of 10, tons a 
month, it appears that bunker coal mer- 
chants are giving no credit to Italian 
vessels putting in at Dunkerque. 

The French steel factories in Northern 
France have also refused further credits 
and are insisting on payment for previous 
deliveries to Italy before executing present 
orders.

| NEGUS’S TELEGRAM 


The following is the text of the telegram 
sent by the Emperor of Abyssinia to the 
League Secretariat :—

“ The proximity of the sea to this region 
and its easy access through the territory 
of French Somaliland make it possible for 
the Council either to send observers or to 
obtain confirmation of this violation of 
Ethiopian territory through the Govern- 
ment of French Somaliland.’’ : 

The text of the Negus’s telegram was 
circulated to all Council members as a 
matter of urgency. It will now lie within 
the province of any member to request an 
immediate meeting of the Council, but it 
is not thought that this will be done until 
there has been a private exchange of views. 
Italy, if she so desires, will, of course, 
have an opportunity of making any obser- 
vations she wishes on the Ethiopian 
telegram. 


50,000 ITALIANS 


The League Council may decide almost 
immediately to arrange for aerial obser- 
vation to establish whether there has been 
Italian violation of the Ethiopian 
frontier. 

Such independent reports as have been 
received in Geneva confirm that there is 
a concentration of about fifty thousand 
Italian troops, with aeroplanes, in the 
Moussa Ali region.

DETERMINED TO BE

A message to a “ war-threatened world,’’ 
reiterating the United States’ determina- 
tion to remain neutral, was delivered by 
President Roosevelt to-day, at the conclu- 
sion of his speech at the Californian Pacific 
Exhibition here. He said: —. 

“I is not surprising that many of our 
citizens feel a deep sense of apprehension 
lest some nations of the world repeat the 
folly of twenty years ago and drag civilisa- 
tion to a level from which world-wide re- 
covery may be all but impossible. 

‘*In the face of this apprehension the 
American people can have but one concern, 
speak but one sentiment—despite what 
happens in Coneinents overseas, the United 
States must remain, as long ago the father 
of our country prayed it might remain, un- 
entangled and free. 

“As President of the United States,” 
Mr. Roosevelt continued, ‘‘I say to you 
once more that the people of the United 
States and the Government of these peop]« 
intend, and expect, to remain at peace with

SET ON FIRE 


DUBLIN TEACHERS’

BOOKS BURNED ON 
THE FLOOR

A DELIBERATF, but, fortunately, un- 
successful, attempt to burn two well- 
known Dublin city schools was discovered 
yesterday. 
' The objects of the perpetrators of the 
outrage were the boys’ and girls’ national 
schools at Haddington road, two well- 
known educational establishments cater- 
ing for over seven hundred pupils. . 
nquiries are being pursued over a wide 
area by the authorities, but up to the pre- 
sent no arrests have been made. 
The staffs, on their arrival at the 
schools yesterday morning, were alarmed 
to find the classrooms filled with smoke. 
In the case of the boys’ national school 
the teachers found on the floor of one of 
the classrooms the smouldering remains of 
a piled-up heap of books and papers, re- 
moved from desks by the intruders and 
heaped together in the centre of the room 
before being set alight. 


THE SECOND ATTEMPT 


A similar spectacle confronted the 
members of the Holy Faith Convent com- 
munity, Clyde road, who conduct the edu- 
cational programme in the convent schools 
almost adjoining the boys’ school, and 
only a few yards away from the residence 
of the Most Rev. Dr. Wall, Bishop of 
Thasos. ‘Ihe rooms were filled with 
smoke. and the still burning remains of 
papers were in a heap un one of the iloors. 
The intruders. are believed to have 
gained entrance through a window in the 
early hours. 
Luckily, the flames did not take a grip 
on the floor in either instance, beyond 
lvuaving the surface in the vicinity of each 
attempt badly charred. Drawers and 
presses were rifled, and a small sum of 
money was taken from a box in the con- 
vent school. 
The Most Rev. Dr. Wall visited both 
buildings during the day. 
Despite the confusion caused by the oc- 
currence the school furniture was hur- 
riedly re-arranged by the teaching staffs 
and classes conducted as usual during the 


day.

LABOUR PARTY’S 
DECISION 


In an editorial article to-day The Times 
observes: After a strange debate, in which 
‘the loftiest self-denying ethics jostled with 
vulgar class hatred (the more vulgar when 
artificially acquired) and _ doctrinaire 
Socialism and superiority were answered 
‘by the ready opportunism of practical 
reformers who graduated from the ele- 
mentary school of trade unionism, the 
Labour Party Conference has given a 
ledge of loyalty to the League of Nations. 
There was acrimony in the debate, as well 
as reason, and, rather curiously, it was 
the trade unionists—assured of the out- 
come, because they held the controlling 
votes—who displayed most heat. The 
trade union mind too often has a habit of 
over-emphasising the rights of majorities 
and of reducing the right of a convinced 
minority to dissent. This habit shows 
itself in many ways—in the claim, for 
example, that a majority in a union should 
be entitled to impose a political levy on a 
minority, as well as in Mr. Bevin’s angry 
outburst against the minority in the 
National Council of Labour, who, outvoted 
there, revived their opposition in the Con- 
ference itself. : 
Such strong things were said concerning 
the loyalty of leaders to decisions of the 
party that Mr. Lansbury’s continuance in 


the leadership of the Parliamentary 
Labour Party must be extremely 
doubtful, notwithstanding the regard, 


amounting to affection, in which he is 
held. Indeed, Mr. Lansbury, foreseeing 
the personal consequences of the debate to 
himself, had already called a meeting of 
his parliamentary colleagues, to whom he 
will submit himself next week. Of greater 
moment than a change in the parlia- 
mentary leadership of Labour is the 
cleavage—narrow at the moment, but 
deep—between the trade union and the 
purely political sections of the Labour 
movement. The arrangement that the 
trade unions should take their politics 
from the party was never stable, and is 
breaking down.

I” three contributions, accompanied by 
oo peg “ráis maps, which appeared in 
the Irish Times of the 25th, 27th and 30th 
of last month, efforts were made to 
examine and portray the present system 
of local administration in the City and 
County of Dublin, and to suggest certain 
possible boundary adjustments and ad- 
ministrative changes which appeared to 
bé relevant to the inquiries now being 
conducted by the Greater Dublin Tribunal. 
In this final contribution it is proposed to 
outline a definite method which, it is 
claimed, would have the combined effects 
of (1) reducing the number of local 
authoritiés and boards which now exist; 
(2) pda so a representative authority 
for the conduct of joint services for city 
and county; (3) simplifying the problems 
of local boundary adjustments; and (4) 
adapting the whole organism of local 
administration to social and economic 
conditions which were not in contempla- 
tion when the present framework of local 
government came into existence at the end 
of the last century. ' 
In preparing the diagrammatic scheme 
of reorganisation, which accompanies this 
article (overleaf), primary regard. has 
been had to the desiderutum of securing 
evolutionary, as opposed to revolutionary, 
changes. Taking the machinery of 
administration as it exists, the line of 
thought which has informed the proposals 
now submi‘ted has been to what extent, 
and in, what respects, it could usefully be 
adapted to the immediate and prospective 
needs of the metropolitan area of Saorstat 
Eireann. Due regard being had to the 
needs created by the new dynamic forces 
of modern transport, to the additional 
duties cast on local authorities by recent 
social legislation, and to the evident 
determination of yearly increasing bodies 
of citizens to find dormitory accommoda- 
tion in suburban and rural surroundings, 
the aggregate of problems involved has 
been approached with the desire to discover 
the minimum of departure from tradition 
and established practice. Considerations 
of logic, or of merely symmetrical re- 
organisation, have been treated as being 
secondary and subordinate to organic and 
human issues. 
Though informed and restrained by such 
eminently practical considerations, and 
conceived mainly upon the broad principles 
of public health and home assistance 
organisation which have been successfully 
applied in the majority of Free State 
counties, the skeleton scheme of re- 
organisation presented in our diagram — 
necessarily suggests some features which 
are somewhat novel, and—upon cursory 
examination—may even appear te be too 
sweeping for ready acceptance. Upon such 
aspects of the scheme it may, therefore, 
be necessary io offer—and to repeat—some 
explanatory comment. 


METROPOLITAN SERVICES 
AUTHORITY 


As the entire system of organisation out- 
lined is based upon the acceptance of joint 
city and county services, and of de- 
centralised: —but effectively co-ordinated— 
public health and social services, it is well 
to repeat that the functions of the proposed 
Metropolitan Services Council would be 
limited strictly to two groups of activities. 
First—to the design, construction and 
maintenance of such physical needs as 
waterworks, drainage systems, highways, 
housing schemes and municipal institu- 
tions. (In the case of housing the selection 
and supervision of tenants and ‘the collec- 
tion of rents would continue to devolve 
upon Dublin Corporation and other local 
authorities.) The second function of the 
metropolitan authority would be confined 
to the co-ordination and general super- 
vision of public health and of public assist- 
ance administration which it is proposed 
to transfer from the Dublin, Rathdown 
and. Balrothery Boards of Guardians to 
the four proposed local authorities. As 
county homes and hospitals must neces- 
sarily be designed to serve much wider 
areas than those of the respective local 
authorities it is further proposed that their 
maintenance and management should be 
assigned to the metropolitan authority and 
chief medical officer of health. 


BOARDS OF GUARDIANS 


i SUPERFLUOUS 


Having decided to abolish Boards of 
Guardians, and to transfer all their 
functions to the four local authorities—to 
be exercised together with such closely 
related duties as the feeding and medical 
supervision of school children—it follows 
that new responsibilities will devolve upon 
each local authority’s medical officer of 
health. It is, therefore, suggested that a 
superintending M.O.H. should be attached 
to each local body to discharge the duties 
which now fall to one M.O.H. for the city, 
and one for the county and suburban areas. 
Similarly the suggestion is made that 
duties now discharged by the City and the 
County Libraries Committees should be 
exercised directly by each local authority ; 
and that all forms of activity in connection 
with primary and vocatfénal instruction 
should. be centralised under an education 
officer appointed by the local authority. 
Difficult and highly controversial ques- 
tions arise when we approach the constitu- 
tion of the proposed metropolitan 
authority, and its financial relationships 
with the ratepayer. If elected indepen- 
dently of the four local authorities, there 
might be a strong case in support of its 
direct. powers of taxation. Balancing the 
recognised defects of indirect election 
against the alternative of separate pollings 
and separate rate levies, the choice would 
seem to be in favour of nominees of the 
four rate-levying local bodies with power 
to assess annual contributions against 
outlays on joint services.

My statement. was, and 
fis, that the Chief Superintendent, without 
taking the trouble to verify the report com- 
municated to him, accused me of making wild 
and false statements.

This volume concludes with the Battles of 
the Somme; the biography will be com- 
pleted in.a second volume. 

Mr. Duff Cooper ints out that the 
executors who invited him to write the book 
placed at his disposal all the relevant docu- 
ments in their possession, the most important 
being the diary which Lord Haig kept 
throughout the war. 

“I have had the advantage,” he writes, 
‘of reading a copy of a document, the 
original of ‘which is deposited in the British 
Museum, with instructions that it is not to 
he. publshed until 1940. It consists of a 
summary of the more important events that 
took place while Lord Haig held the posi- 
tion. of Commander-in-Chiei. It was com- 
piled by the General Staff and reviewed and 
zorrected by Haig himself... .” 

Earl Haig had attained supreme command, 
and Mr. Lloyd George was Minister of 
Munitions, when they first met in France 
early in 1916: The entry in Haig’s diary 
was: 

“$ Lloyd George seems to be astute and 
cunning, with much energy and push; but 
I should think shifty and unreliable. He was 
most anxious to be agreeable and 
pleasant. . .”’ : 

Mr. Lloyd George’s first impression of Haig 
n a letter of thanks to him 
he wrote :— 

‘* The visit left on my mind a great impres- 
sion of things being gripped in that sphere 
of operations; and, whether we win through 
or whether we fail, 1 have a feeling that 
everything which the assiduity, the care, and 
the trained thought of a great soldier can 
accomplish is being done.”

TWO IMPRESSIONS

“I would not have. believed that a British 
Minister could have been so ungentlemanly 
as to go to a foreigner and put such questions 
re arding his own subordinates.”’ — 

f a visit by General French, his predeces- 
sor, to the French Army at this perivd, Haig 
wrote: “HH Lloyd George wishes to know 
about French guns and their tactics he should 
ask me, But he has already gut my reasoned 
opinion in the matter of guns, and, doubtless, 
wants another vpinion different from mune. 


HIS VIEW OF JOFFRE 


The attack on the Somme had been urged 
by General Joffre as French Generalissimo :n 
order to ease the pressure on Verdun. Of an 
early conference with General Joffre, Haig ie 
corded : ‘‘The old man saw, I think, that he 
was talking about details which he did not 
renlly understand. “ It was a waste <«f 
time to continue with him. I gather that he 
signs cháis, which is put before him, an: 
is really past his work, if, indeed, he ever 
knew anything practical about tactics as dis- 
tinct from strategy. Joffre was an engineer. ' 

M. Clemenceau, who was visiting the Front 
as French War Minister, called upon him, 
and asked him to exercise a restraining hand 
on Jeffre, and prevent any offensive being 
made on a large scale until all was ready. 

An “unfortunate interview ” with Joffre 
after the Somme battle had begun is de- 
scribed. Haig was talking of pressing an 
attack and asked whether the French would 
attack simultaneously at another point. 

** General Joffre exploded in a fit of rage. 
He could not ms of it. He ordered me 


to attack. ... I waited calmly until he had 
finished. His breast heaved and his face 
flushed. The truth is the poor man cannot 


argue nor can he easily read a map... . 
When Joffre got out of breath I quietly ex- 
plained what my position is relatively to him 
as the Generalissimo. ... I was most polite. 
Joffre saw that he had made a mistake. Still, 
Joffre has his merits. I admire the old man’s 
pluck under d.fficulties, and am very fond of 
him.”’ 


POOR OPINION OF FRENCH 


From the inning of the Great War, 
Haig, it is emphasised, had no faith in Sir 
John French, 

‘In my own heart,” he wrote in his diar 
on August lith, 1914, “I know that Frenc 
is quite unfit for this Command, at a time. 
of crisis in our nation’s ay: However, 1 
am determined to be thoroughly loyal and to 
do my duty as a subo: uld, trying 
all the time to see Sir John’s good qualities 
and not his weak ones, For most certainly 
French and Murray (General Sir Archibald 
Murray, Chief of Staff to French) have much 
to commend them, although neither, in my 
opinion, is at all fitted for the appointment 
which he now holds at this moment of crisis 
in our country’s history.” 

It was Loos that marked the breaking 
point in Haig’s submission to the authority 
of his chief. “‘ Haig was clear in his own 
mind,” his biographer says, “' ew ge lack 
on account of the initial 
mistake of the Commander-in-Chief in refus.

‘yesterday approved the executive & Tre- 
solution urging the League ot Nations to 
apply ‘sanctions against Italy in the event of 
her taking aggressive action in Abyssinia. 

Before the conference resumed discussion of 
the motion a telegram was read from the 
Italian Socialist Party in Paris expressing 
agreement with the Labour, Party's policy, 
and stating—‘‘ Fascism is the greatest danger 
for war, and is a public enemy. 

Mr. J. R. Clynes, who was Home Secretary 
in the late Labour Government, resumed the 
debate. He said that the executive was not 
submitting a new, policy, They denounced 
the League when it did not do its duty ; 
were they now to desert it because of the 
possibility of life being involved in a great 
cause, and were they themselves to. depart 
from évery avowal they had made with re- 
gard to the League and its purposes? To re- 
sist Mussolini: was to defend a peace ingtitu- 
tion. They had al! the small countries of 
Kurope on the side of the League. Were they 
to. conclude that rey te got emt de- 
signedly supporting the great capitalist coun- 
tries ? hi Meee they to assume that Mr, de 
Valera was now seeking to serve the capi- 
talist’ British Government, or that the Rus- 
sian Government—the only Socialist Govern- 
ment in the world—was seeking to serve the 
ends of the capitalist Governinents : 
they must envisage that Mr. de Valera and 
Mr. Litvinov were out-maneeuvred by thé de- 
signing Mr. Anthony Eden. I, he said, de- 
cline to reach that really absurd conclusion. 
The cardinal reason, he _ concluded, 
for defending the league policy was 
that to do nothing more would be to make 
wars continuous, and to smash the only 
method yet built up as a foundation for peace 
opinion. 

Mr. Philip Noel Baker (Coventry) and Mr. 
W. Mather (Mineworkers’ Federation) sup- 
ported the Executive's policy, and Mr. James 
Hodgson, of Stockport, opposed it. 

The Rev. h. W. Sorenson said that those 
who were pacifists did not repudiate the use 
of force: it was the kind of force involved 
that they distrusted. He appealed to com- 
rades not to use. “the big stick” ‘and 


threaten that pacifists should be thrown gut. 


Mr. E. Shiuwell (Mineworkers) urged that 
they were entitled to ask for the largest 
possible measure of loyalty to the party s 
policy. 


A RUMOUR DENIED 


There was uproar when a delegate rose and 
asked if the Chairman could assure, them that 
there had not been collusion between the 
Executive Committee and speakers on’ the 
resolution to discredit Mr. Lansbury and) Sir 
Stafford Cripps in the eyes of the world. 

The Chairman (Mr. W.. A. Robimson) re- 
plied that he could give that assurance. 

Mr. John Morgan (Leicester) then declared 
that. Mr. Lansbury must. between now and 
next week, indicate what he was going to do. 

“ Teave Lansbury out,” exclaimed a dele- 
gate; but Mr. Morgan answered that he 
could not leave Mr. Lansbury out, as -he had 
disclosed the fact that he had been at 
variance with the Executive on several 
occasions. 

The Chairman’s announcement that he pro- 
posed to close the “debate by calling” upon 
Mr. Herbert Morrison led" to a. fresh out- 
break of disorder. Cries of dissent rose from 
all parts of the hall. Delegates stood up 
and booed and shouted, so that the .chair- 
man’s voice could not be heard.

When Mr. Morrison got up to speak the 
interruptions were renewed.

A CATTLE PROBLEM 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—It would be interesting to know what 
our Government or the Department of Agri- 
culture is doing about what is at present 
an absolute bar to our selling store cattle 
for export. Probably half the store polled 
cattle are marked by a small hole punched 
in their right ear or a nick on the edge. 
There has been an order issued by the 
English Ministry of Agriculture that no cattle 
so marked are to be sold in England, the 
reason being that when our cattle are fattened 
in England and qualify for the subsidy of 
5s. per cwt. they are then marked in the 
ear to prevent them getting the subsidy more 
than once. Thousands of store cattle cannot 
be cashed at the present time. 

Except for a warning last May by our 
Department of Agriculture, which could not 
affect cattle already marked in the ear, 
nothing has been done. This, of course, is 
apart fhan the economic war, and is a totally 
different question, which even politicians 
could discuss without heat.— Yours, etc.,
